We might pause 
here to comment upon the irony of the 
situation that compels’ the _ re- 
publicans to look about for 
larger methods of promoting 
the education of the negroes than the 
ballot which they insisted the states 
should place in the hands of the ignorant 
freedmen, and we might touch lightly 


have caused some of the leading republi- 
can minds to deplore the existence of 
universal suffrage. But the truth is, the 
matter appeals directly to those who 
have the future of the country at heart, 
and who are interested in securing good 
government. Senator Hoar’s plan seems 
be that the government shall hold the 
proposed educational fund in trust, pay- 
ing it over to the authorities of the states 
at stated intervals, and upon guarantees 
that it -will be devoted t» the purposes 
for which it is intended. Such an addi- 
tion to the cowparatively small public 
school fund of Georgia would be some- 
thing more than a benefaction. Under 
the wise and economical supervision 
of Commissioner Orr, our _ public 
school system is _ already work- 
ing wonders, but how com- 
pletely successful would it be 
with such an addition tothe fund as 
would come to Georgia under the provis- 
ions of Senator Hoar’s bill! With the 
restlessness of enthusiasm and caution 
of experience, State School Commission- 
er Orr is working our state school fund 
to its utmost economical limit, but. still 
there is complaint on the part of both 
white and black. The public sqhools are 
not numerous enough, and even here in 
Atlanta, hundreds of pupils are turned 
away owing to a lack of room. 

Nevertheless the people must be edu- 
cated, and to those who haveany hope 
or belief in the future of the south and 
of the country, the condition of the ne- 
gro, and the circumstances by which he 
is surrounded, take the shape of a per- 
petual appeal to the forethought and gen- 


‘rosity of the whites. With all the 


aa of the citizeu, he must be taught 


how toenjoy them sothat himself as 
well as his neighbor shall be benefitted. 
With the tremendous power of the ballot, 
he must be taught to wield it in the in- 
terest of good government. This is 
question of vital importance to the south. 
When the exodus and all other republi- 
can methods of swindling the unfortu- 
nate negroes have had their day, we are 
convinced that the bulk of the colored 
population will remain in the south. In 
this event, we must make the best of 
them, and the way to make the best of 
them is to educate them up to the point 
of becoming good citizens. 

If Senator Hoar’s bill is really what it 
purports to be and not a partisan affair 
intended and calculated to renew the 
worse than useless discussion of state 
rights and United States rights, we hope 
the democrats will take it up and pass it. 
Otherwise, let some democrat reintro- 
duce the measure stripped of all irritating 
possibilities and make it alaw. Sucha 
measure will commend itself to the com- 
mon sense of the people. 


Georgia in Congress. 

The killing of time was kept up last 
week in congress.

ic necessity may require it. 


Mr. Blount, who is becoming the treas- 
ury’s most. vigilant guardian, immedi- 
ately raised the point of order thatthe bill 
involves an appropriation, because _ it 
gives the postmaster-general unlimited 
discretion as to the service on star routes. 
Mr. Speer and others stoutly contended 
that the bill did not involve an appropri- 
ation, but the speaker held that it did, 
and that it must therefore be first consid- 
ered in the committee of the whole. Mr. 
Cook thereupon withdrew the bill. Mr. 
Speer presented the petition ot H. T. 
Powell, D. R. Elder and others, for the 
establishment of a post-route from Max- 
ey’s to Powell’s Mills; also the petition 
of James M. Smita for a post-route from 
Winterville to Pleasant Halt. 

Mr. Young, of Tennessee, asked unan- 
imous consent, last Wednesday, to intro- 
duce a bill to place upon the pension roll 
the name of Della Benner, wife of the 
late Lieutenant Hiram H. Benner, Eigh- 
teenthinfantry.

“ay;” Messrs. Blount and Ham- 
mond voted “no,” and Mr. Persons 
did not vote, The __ practical 
workings of this bill, if it become a law, 
are perhaps best explained by General 
Brady who has charge of the star service. 
He says: 

The measure did not accord exactly with the 
views of the department, for it simply enlarges 
our discretionary powers, and it has becn .very 
convenient hitherto—in the face of the constant 
pressure brought to bear upon us foran exten- 
sion of the Star Route service—to have a fixed 
limit, beyond which we could not go. If the 
b:ll becomes a law we shall still be iimited by 
the appropriation; but they say we have. been 
disregarding that limit already. The fact is, there 
has never before been any systematic attempt to 
improve and extend the star service. Ajl our 
postal reforms have been in connection witb the 
railroad service and the city delivery. Such a 
fuss has been made over the matter that we shall 
probably not attempt any further extension of 
the star service unless congress takes the. initia- 
tive 

Mr. Cook presented last Friday the 
petition of citizens of Georgia, for a post- 
route from Waresborough to Hazlehurst.

Whereas, it is further stated that an expedition 
of eighty armed men, deputized as aioresaid, 
have been, on and after the l4th day of January, 
instant, raiding through the counties of Cherokee, 
Gilmer, Jnion, Fannia. Towns, and Rabun, in 
the state of Georgia, under the command of the 
internal revenue authorities; and 

Whereas, it is further stated that portions of said 
force have been fired on and fusiladed by said 
illicit distiliers, and that said force fired on the 
people of the country and kept them at bay with 
their long-range pieces; and 

W bereas, it is also stated that the large majority 
of the people were in sympathy with the law 
breakers, which reason occasioned the necesstiy 
for said extraordinary force of armed men and for 
said raid; and 

Whereas it is also stated, by the officer in com: 
mand of said raid, that there is less violaiion of 
law thau heretofore, and thatthe peopie ars 
much more ready to aid the officers in putting 
down lawlessuess, and that law-abiding citizeus 
of those counties so raided are willing to act as 
deputies, and that therefore there is no necessity 
for such raiding parties; and 

Whe: eas such reports purport to be authentica- 
ted by the internal revenue department: 

Resolved, That the honorable secretary of the 
treasury be requested to lay before congress all 
evidence on file in the internal revenue office, 
and all papers and reports of the collector of said 
district, and letters and other documentary evi- 
dence from official sources, going to show the 
true state of affuirs touching the enforcement of 
the internal revenue laws in northeast Georgia, 
and tending to explain the necessity for raiding 
expeditions of armed men at the instance of the 
internal revenue department, and which may 
give information to the house of representatives 
on this subject.

Chrisman Mall. 

About ten years ago the Freedman’s aid 
society ofthe Methedist Episcopal church 
established, on Whitehall street near the 
barrack, a school for the education of col- 
ored children. The society is an organiza- 
tion within the church and is devoted to 
educational interests and prejects for the 
welfare of the colored race. 

The Atlanta school, from the start, did 
well. It has steadily grown and has sent 
out its pupils equipped with good mental 
training to go among their own people and 
raise them toa higher standard of intelli- 
gence ana virtue. It was the design of the 
school that it should grow into a 
university for the liberal edu- 
cation of the colored youth of both 
sexes. This design has been accomplished, 
and the Atlanta school, now known as 
Ciark university, is one of the best of its 
class. It is named in honor of Bishop 
Clark, of the church whose patronage has 
supported it. The Freedmen’s aid society 
has done much for the south. Its princi- 
pat school is the Central Tennessee 
college, of Nashville, but of 
late years it ~ has turned its 
attention pe ang to Georgia. Last 
August was begun the erection of a large 
and elegant building at the head of Me- 
Donough street, about one mile beyond the 
city limits, for Clark university. The new 
building is to be known as Chrisman hall, 
in honor of Mrs. Eliza Chrisman, of New 
York, its chief donor. 

Some time since there appeared in Tur 
CoNSTITUTION an account of the plans fur 
the structure. It is of Gothic architecture, 
massive and beautifal. It will be seen for 
tiles around. It will stand on an emi- 
nence in the midst of 450 acres, which the 
society owns. This building is a monu- 
ment to the zeal of the late Bishop Haven. 

Yesterday was the time appointed for 
laying the corner stone of the new edifice. 
As the day was very inclement most of the 
exercises were held in the present school 
building on Whitehall street. The exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by Rey. Mr. 
Kent, of the Savannah conference. Pro- 
fessor W. H. Crossman, of the university, 
then read from the scriptures. After sing- 
ing, Rev. R. 8. Rust, D.D., secretary of the 
Freedman's aid society, delivered a 
talk of twenty minutes length on 

‘The great want,”’ whic he 
argued was the education of the colored 
race. His line of thought was clearly de- 
fined and he followed it in a masterly man- 
ner. A fuller 5 Sr a of his speech, and of 
that of Bishop Matthew Simpson, who fol- 
lowed him would be given, but for an no- 
usual stresson ourcolumns. The bishop 
followed Dr. Rust ina noble. speech in 
which he demonstrated the necessity for 
the education of the negro. 

_ He handled the delicate questions of rela- 
tion between the two sections with a broad- 
minded liberality and a Christian charity 
which did him honor. His speech will be 
published in full, and it deserves a careful 
reading from all who feel an interest in the 
education of the negro race. 

After the bishop’s eloquent and impres- 
sive address the trustees, accom- 
eur by Bishop Simpson and a num- 

rof friends went to Chrisman hall, where 
the interesting exercises of laying the cor- 
ner-stone were had. In the stone were de- 
posited, among various other articles, Bish- 


a 


clined to recognize Colonel Haskell’s right 
to intrude himself into a controversy which 
in no wise presented an issue between Has- 
kell and hims-lf, but which related exclu- 
sively to the points under discussion ‘be- 
tween Senator Hampton and himself. He 
gave me an extended account of his own at- 


titude as a public man during the last five 
ears, Claiming that events had vindicated 
his political course, and denying that he 
had ever shown anything like personal hos- 
tility to Senator Hampton. The conversa- 
tion then proceeded as follows: 
Reporter—Well, general, what have you 
to say in regard to the Haskell ietter? 
General Gary—The attack of Colonel 
Haskell upon me is evidently a_ well- 
planned attempt to shift the issues and 
change the actors. Cvlonel Haskell has in- 
truded himself in a rude and unmanly 
manner between Senator Hampton and wy- 
self, no doubt with the view of relieviny 
Senator Hampton and giving himseif some 
importance. He acknowledges that he is 
not authorized by Senator Hampton to say 
anything, and I certainly have not invited 
him to do so, for 1 bave no cause or quarrel 
or controversy with him. It Senator Hamp- 
ton wishes to continue the controversy or 
discussion I amready to do so upon any 
field he may select. Whatever I have stated 
in my several interviews as facts of my own 
knowledge [ here reiterate that they are 
true, and such facts as I have stated upon 
the knowledge and information derived 
from others I here reiterate that I believe 
them to be true. 
Reporter—What have you tosay in re- 
gard tothe charges against you contained 
in the latter part of Colonel Haskell’s letter? 
General Gary—As 40 his personal flings 
and abuse, or as to what he thinks the pev- 
ple think of me, I have nothing to say. 
Astohis charges, they baye been made 
and repeated in radical newspapers for the 
last five or six years. The one numbered 
first, appeared in the New York Times, the 
National Republican and the Union-Herald. 
In February, 1878, it was laid upon the 
desks of the members of the general assem 
bly of this state, while I, with others, was 
engaged in the fight against the ring of 
fraudulent bondholders. I at the time r-se 
to a question of privilege, and replied to 
this malicivus falsehood against Senator M. 
C. Butler and myself in a complete an- 
swer, which silenced the radical press, and 
satisfied our friends; but it seems that 
some of our democratic enemies are trying 
to burn this ammunition a second time to 
our disadvantage.

The charge 
that I ever entered into any such agreement 
or that I ever received pay for the same is 
as false as it is malicious 
The third charge that I was the constant 
defender of McDevitt, the radical treasurer 
of Edgefield, is also false. I never defended 
McDevitt on the criminal side of the court. 
On the civil side of the court I defended J. 
H. McDevitt, county treasurer of Edgetield 
county in the celebrated case of George P. 
Curry and Hardy Wall, plaintiffs, vs. Har- | 
rison Strom, Wesley Jefferson and Dos 
Martin, counjy commissivners, and John 
H. McDevitt, county treasurer, defendants. 
It is also false that ‘tune of the indictments 
against McDevitt was for fraudulently pay- 
ing General Gary a large sum of county 
money.” The only money that McDevitt, 
as county treasurer, ever paid me was $500 
for Gary & Gary, attorneys for the county 
treasurer in the omse above stated. The 
amount of our fee in this case was reported 
by Chancellor Carroll, to whom it was re- 
ferred as a special referee to inquire and re- 
port a reasonable fee for our work in this 
case; and he reported, after taking testi- 
mony as to the value of our services, that 
we were entitled to a fee of $1,000, which 
report was confirmed by the circuit judge. 
The fourth charge is also false. I never 
did advocate that General Butler should be 
withdrawn and that Whittemore should be 
putin his place. This is the same charge 
that I answered as a question of privilege 
in the state senate when it uppeared in the 
newspapers at that time, as can be seen: by 
referring to the files of the Columbia Reg- 
ister and the journal of the senate. Instead 
of trying to withdraw General Butler, it is 
well known that when he was virtually de- 
serted by Hampton and others, who should 
have supported him, I, at his request, gave 
him my support and assisted in defeating 
the Patterson resolutions, which, if they had 
passed, would have placed him in the awk- 
ward position of an ingrate by forcing him 
to take the initiative step to unseat Patter- 
son, whose vote and influence helped to 
secure Butler’s seat and defeated the elaims 
of Corbin. 
I have again answered these stale charges, 
which originally sprung from my radical 
eo and I am ‘now willing for the 
ublic to decide as to their truth or falsity 
will say, in conclusion, that I have neve. 
sold out the state to the fraudulent bond- 
holders; I have made no bargains with radi- 
cals in state or national politics, nor made

THE RABUN RAID. 


CAMPED IN THE MOUNTAIN DEFILES, 


The Midnight Ride Through the Mountain—The 
Neighborhood Telegraph—Hiding out the 
Mash and Boer—A Stray Shot in the 
Head—A Wild Settlement.

The Rabun county revenue raiders—a 
force of thirty-five man, sixteen sent out by 
Collector Clark, three by Marshal Fitzsi-. 
mons, and sixteen by Collector Gillson of 
South Carolina—disbanded last Thursday, 
and returned to their respective homes, 
Fourteen days were spent in Rabun, and 
the county was raided from center to cir- 
cumference. Twelve distilleries were de- 
stroyed, and a few persons brought out to 
answer to a charge of violation of the reve- 
nue laws. 

The raid was one of 
venture and exhilerating 
The first detachment of raiders 
entered the county by night, 
galloping from the extreme southwestern 
to the extreme northwestern portion of 
Rabun county, crossing over a ridge of 
mountains into Townes county, and re- 
turning to camp in the centerof Rabun a 
little after the dawn ofday. Four distiller- 
ies, with stands of mash and beer over- 
turned and stills chopped into a thousand 
fragments, marked the course of the night’s 
ride through the mountains. The distillers 
were exasperated at this destruction 
of their. stills, and following’ the 
raiders to their camp, all the following 
afternoon and night, harrassed them with 
desultory shots from behind the rocks and 
trees on the mountain side. The revenue

one of the distillers was carried by his 
friends out. of the mountains that night 
with a minie ball through his head, anda 
few days later he was laid in an eternal 
sleep in a grave near his mountain home. 
On the following morning the revenue 
squad broke up camp anda ten miles’ gal- 
lop brought them to Clayton, henceforth 
to be the headquarters from which the 
raids were to radiate. 

After the first night’s raid and the follow- 
ing night’s encounter affairs assumed a 
different aspect around the illicit distiller- 
ies of Rabun county. No telegraph wires 
or mails had told the distillers that the reve- 
nue men were upon them, but the word 
had flown from community to community 


on the wings of the wind, and it was known 
in every defile and ravine of Rabun 
county that there were strangers in 
Clayton, and what they were there for. 
The distillers now adopted an evasive pol- 
icy instead of a defensive. They tore their 
copper stills from the furnaces and con- 
cealed them in the mountains; they carried 
their stock of whisky into the woods; and 
men whvuse consciences told them there was 
a warrant out for them concealed them- 
selves no less carefully than they had 
stowed away their confiscable property. 
The revenue men were destined wo 
clamber over almost precipitous mountains 
and penetrate almost inaccessible ravines 
only to find the little log-hut distilleries 
deserted, the furnaces cold, the stills gone, 
and the stands of mash and beer spoiling 
from age. Fortunateiy, however, a vigor- 
ous search of the mountain sides surround- 
ing the distilleries in almost every instance 
revealed the hidden still lying under some 
brush-beap or hanging in some tree. Only 
in a few instances did the distillers not 
adopt this evasive policy. One organiza- 
tion of moonshiners, reported to 
be running several illicit 
stills at a place called “The Forks,” jocosely 
sent a message to the revenue officers at 
Clayton, tendering them an invitation to 
visit **fhe Forks.’’ They selfishly marred 
the apparent hospitality of the invitation, 
however, by adding that they wanted the 
“revenue horses to ride to miill,’’ and hinted 
a disposition of the riders that was gloomily 
inhospitable. . In the ‘* Moccasin settle- 
ment,’’ also, the disiillers fearlessly contin- 
ued the manufacture of ‘mountain 
dew,” boasting that Redman, the 
famous South Carolina outlaw, was 
among them with seven followers, and that 
a raid into ‘‘Moccasin’”’ would be disastrous 
to the health of the raiders. This policy of 
attempting to scare the reyenue men off 
was unsuccessf1l; two distillers in M - 
sin to-day who are, temporarily at least, 
outof the distilling business: they went 
out, too, at a great sacrifice, losing two fihe 
copper stills, a barrel of whisky, and several 
stands of mash. and _ beer.
